They 
presented to the Selectmen a copy of Mr. Clark's letter of resignation and 
requested in writing that an election be held in the near future with the 

Board of Assessors and the Board of Selectmen to replace Mr. Clark. 


Second, the Board of Assessors were asked by the Board of Selectmen for their cooperation 
to work together with Admin. Asst’ Lundblad and Bldg. Inspec. Edgar Phaneuf to review all 
structures in Town to determine a list of violations of the single family dwelling by-law. 


8:10 p.m. The Board of Selectmen held a public hearing in accordance with regulations 
published in the Federal Register to review the final application of the 
Community Development Block Grant application to the United States Depart. of 
Housing and Urban Development, Boston Area Office, 15 New Chardon St. 


Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe read aloud the citizens participation assurances; further, 
he read aloud the basic application, which is to be submitted during this week. This 
meeting was duly posted and advertised. No members of any tom boards, committees or 
departments were present. No citizens present had any comments in re to the Hearing.

"Chrmn McAuliffe: Do you gentlemen have a certificate of a joint meeting of the stock- 
holders and Board of Directors of each corporation involved? 


irk: It will be furnished to you. We don't have them with us at the moment but 
they will be furnished to you by the time...we have a new corporation which is in the 
process of being formed under the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and at the time of the 
issuance of the license we will furnish all the necessary papers. We are a new corpo- 
ation in the process of being formed. 


pel. Bartolini: Have you got the vote of the old’ corporation? 
Mr. Quirk: I can furnish that. 


Sel. Bartolini: Well, under Chapter 138 all this stuff should be furnished to the 
Board before you have a hearing. You have to comply with the standard application for 
an all-alcoholic beverages license. If you don't have these (interruption)..we can't 
go on an assumption, sir. I know Mr. Quirk is a very nice gentleman, but the Board as 
the Licensing Authority just can't go on an assumption that someone is going to take 

a vote in the corporation at some time or the corporation is going to be voted at some 
time. All this should have been done prior to the application plus it is a new corpo- 
ation in the area - are they citizens of this country? 

Atty. Munzerts They are all citizens of this country........eoe. 

Sel. Bartolini: Before any action of this Board can be taken it has to be done prior to 
coming here tonight. It should all be in the application. 


Chrmn McAuliffe: It is required that you present birth or citizenship papers for the 
Manager, proof of ownership, lease or rental control or purchase and sale agreement 
assuring the local Licensing Authority that this license is to be used by these appli- 
cants at the stated location, proof of incorporation of each corporation involved, and 
the applicant must declare and identify a Manager which you have done. 


pe] Bartolini: Is Southborough Associates going to dissolve, is it going to be sold, is 
there a purchase and sale agreement, do we have any knowledge of any sale there, or 
what? 

Mr. Quirks ...It is being leased. 


Sel Bartolini: Is there a lease agreement? Is the license goong on the same location? 


Mr. Quirks: The license will remain on the same location. 

pel Bartolini: Frankly, Mr. Chairman, I can't see how the Board can act on this tonight: 
the application is made out in error. I would suggest that the applicants would want to 
withdraw. 

Mr. Quirk: Is in fact the application made in error? 


Sel Bartolini: There is no corporate vote. 
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Atty Mungerts: Technically our corporation is not in existence ergo I would be, in fact, furnish- 
ing with something that doesn't exist... ..Secretary of the Commonwealth, rather than put that on 
the application, I said the corporation was in the process of being formed under the 
Commonwealth. — 
Sel Bartolini: Where is the vote of the Southborough Associates? 

Mr. Quirk: That is my fault. I don't have it here. 

sel Bartolini: We have to go by the numbers. You both agree on this and also the 

only way you can apply for a liquor license twice in a calendar year. Right. Your 

application is not in order and I would say withdraw it. 

Mr. Quirk: So what you need is his vote. 

sel Bartolini: Among these other things. 

Mr. Quirk: What other things? 


Sel Bartolini: Certificate of birth, certificate of incorporation. It should be 
all done when you fill out an alcoholic beverages license. 


Town Counsel Busconi: Let me interject for a moment. I wonder whether or not there 

has been compliance even under Section 15A, the newspaper publication. Do you have 
certifications? Have you brought those with you? 

Mr. Quirk: We didn't receive returns from all of them (abutters) but I do have 

certified mail receipts to all of them. I think you will find the list of abutters 

there- an up to date list. eT 
Town Counsel Busconi: Depending upon what the Selectmen say tonight - perhaps you 

could save yourself discord in the end, if in that these are in order, you could 

then send again notifications to.all the abutters for the next hearing and save your- 

self that problem in accordance with Chapter 138 15A. 


Chairman McAuliffe: Gentlemen, what is your pleasure? Do you wish to withdraw this 
application? 


Sel Bartolini: You can talk it over incthe hall, go right ahead. 

Mr. Quirk: Can we do that? 

sel Bartolini: Take as long as you need. 

Chrmn McAuliffe: We have received a note which states that The Southborough Associatés 
Inc. wishes to withdraw application for common victualler's all alcoholic beverages 
license at this time and it is signed by John Quirk, Manager-Treasurer of The Olde 
Salt Restaurant.

They are also not used in traffic or residential 
areas but in commercial and high-crime areas. Mr, Bowen requested 
information concerning any potential increases. Mr, McCabe stated 
there was a rate change going into effect this year on incandescent 
lights which is a minor increase in the overall $61,000 budget. The 
increase could be about $800. 


Mrs. Duggan indicated that she felt one of the things we were supposed 
to do with our national energy crisis was to conserve, Is this not a 
way to both conserve both electricity and valuable energy resources? 
Mr. McCabe, replying to Mrs. Duggan's comments, said that lighting is 
an asset; it prevents accidents; it deters vandals. It is nota 
misuse or waste of energy. Power plants have to run all night, they 
have to run all the time to provide power to any use. While lighting 
is on during the peak use in the winter-time from 4 to 7, it is not 
on at that time during the Summer peak use. It runs all night when 
the power plants are still providing power but denand is low. There- 
fore, the per- unit cost is exceptionally low. This is not an extra; 
this is not a waste. The capital outlays are very high in the power 
company; it costs a lot of money to make a plant. It costs a lot of 
money to buy lights. However, this is one of the ways all of us can 
recoup and bring down the overall cost of power - is to sell power 
for street lights at night instead of wasting that power. Again he 
brought the nessage from the executives of Mass, Electric, New 
England Power: that they have to force compliance with this contract; 
they have no option except to force compliance of any written con- 
tract. During re-negotiation, this, of course, is a different matter 
and the whole issue is up for discussion. 


Chairman McAuliffe stated that a number of months ago, even a number 
of years ago, the issue came before the Town Meeting, two Town Meetings 
back, when the Street Light Budget was cut, the Board of Selectmen had 
ads in numerous newspapers and made public appeals for people to step 
forward and offer to have the light in front of their house removed to 
conserve energy to save money. Only two people stepped forward, 
according to Ch. McAuliffe, both of them asking that their neighbor's 
street light be removed, but not their own. Mr. Robinson indicated 
that the cost for street lights is well below the metered rate that 
you pay on a house or in industry because it is almost totally off- 
peak. Mr. Chaput asked who owned the lights. Mr. McCabe said Mass. 
Electric. Mr. Ball asked whether or not this power could be metered 
or if it was a flat fee. Mr. McCabe said it was a flat fee, that the 
cost of metering each and every light and inspecting each and every 
light would undoubtedly increase the rate. Mr. Ball wanted to know 
how often broken lights were checked or lights that were burnt out. 
Mr. McCabe said a truck is not dispatched with each complaint, but 
wait until a list of complaints have been received to justify the 
expenditure of dispatching a vehicle. They establish a trouble order 
System and basically rely on customers to inform them of outages and 
obviously instruct all of their crew and personnel to report them as 
they see them. But they do not have people circulating throughout 
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the region just to identify these. Mr. Ball indicated that he 

knew one that was on all day. Mr. McCabe said he would have the 
photo-cell fixed since the customer didn't notify him or the crews. 
Mr. Robinson further stated that the power in New England is among 
the most expensive in the nation because of the cost of imported 
fuel. However, New England has the highest share of nuclear power 
Which in the long run may be the cheapest. Mr. Robinson explained 
the fuel charge, explaining it is the total cost of fuel for all 
facilities. Naturally the cost of fuel for the atomic and the water 
power are virtually zero, but the cost of fuel for the oil-generated 
Systems is very high. This total cost each month is divided by the 
total kilowatt hours sold, verified by the DPU and then applied to 
each and every user across the service district the next month. 

Mr. Bowen wanted to know if we could cut more than cone per cent; if 
we could reduce 21% or 10% or whatever percentage we want after 
we've given notice. Mr. McCabe said he did not have the answer to 
that. However, he assumed that any re-negotiation allowed by the 
DPU could re-negotiate any issue that was not covered by law such as 
rates,

To open the meeting Mr. McClelland of the Advisory Committee gave a 
brief presentation in regard to his concerns of the part-time/ 
full-time Treasurer/Collector issue. Mr. Bowen added that an ad- 
ditional problem is that there is a definite lack of responsible 
position to implement many of the key recommendations. Second, he 
feels we should strengthen and upgrade the Town Accountant's function 
and create the Chief Financial Officer. Mr. Devonald of Haskins & 
Sells responded that there were a host of problems in these two 
offices when Haskins & Sells made their study, significant back work 
existed at that time, and he was unaware if that had been resolved or 
not. He felt that there was a changing environment in municipal 
management. When they were here the Treasurer was working full time 
plus, sometimes in excess of 60 hours and the Collector was working 
part-time and yet many key functions remained wndone and in fact, 
untouched for years. With these facts in mind, Haskins & Sells 
recommended a full-time Treasurer/Collector. He noted that this 
represented a reduction in the total time of what it took two 
individuals to contribute under the system which existed when they 
were present as well as a significant professionalizing of the position. 
He stated if the position were to go part-time, that two major issues 
must be resolved. First, the Treasurer/Collector must be here during 
the working day. Haskins & Sells felt that they could not resolve 

the issue with evenings and after hours of the Collector or Treasurer. 
second issue that had to be resolved was all of the back work. He 
felt that if the back work had not now been resolved, then it was 
necessary to go to a full-time Treasurer/Collector to insure that 

this work is solved as quickly as possible. Ch. McAuliffe indicated 
that there are significant problems, that many things still remain 
undone and he recommended that Mr. Lundblad comment on them - at which 
time he did, indicating that there are outstanding problems remaining 
in the Collector's Office as well as problems in the Treasurer”s 
Office, that the situation has not improved since Haskins & Sells 
report was completed with minor exceptions. Mr. Bowen of the Advisory 
Committee informed the Selectmen and the press, as well as Haskins &

7:30 p.m. Present: Ch. T. W. McAuliffe, Sel. W. L. Zolli, Sel. 
L, J. Bartolini, Admin. Ass't J.A. Lundblad, members of 
the press. 


7:45 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held. Present: Fire Station Bldg, _ 
Committee - Fire Chief E, F. Brock, Earl Smiddy and Herb 
Cobb; Planning Bd. members: lL. Kimball and P. Brefka; 
Town Counsel Busconi, two residents. Chief Brock gave a presentation. 
Six basic questions were brought up by the Planning Bd: .(1) Plan does 
not show all structures within 200 feet of the property line. It 
should show structures across the street, (2) It was requested that 
the horseshoe driveway be made one way and that signs be erected to 
prevent people from driving the wrong way down the driveway, (3) Chief 
Brock was questioned on the turning radius at the exit, whether or not 
the large vehicles would be able to get out of the driveway. Brock 
informed that parking would be limited both across the street and at 
the mouth of the driveway, (4) Will the driveway be repaired? Brock 
said, no - not within the scope of this project, (5) exterior lights 
in front of the building are not shown. Brock said that they would be 
just like the ones they had now. Kimball said yes, but they are not 
Shown on the plan. Brock repeated his statement that they would be 
just like the ones they had now, (6) would there be any traffic signal 
on Main St. Brock said that none were proposed.

Rogers indicated that the cost of renovation of the Grafton facility 

would be far in excess of the construction of a new facility. Al- 

though the Grafton facility was constructed as a mental institution, 
it does have small rooms; it does have security; it does not meet 

Federal or State codes for correctional institutions with solid doors, 

bars, security areas, etc. With this in mind, the Foxboro and 

Shadowbrook facilities are even more expensive for renovation up to 

code. This, therefore, leaves the legislature withtwo options, one 

to look into the possibility of building satellite institutions on 
the grounds of existing correction facilities such as Concord or 

Bridgewater or to look at other facilities such as Westboro State. 

Ssel.,Zolli at this time indicated that one of the reasons we should 

Strongly oppose Westborough State proposal is that it serves as the 

area mental health programs support facility. If the Commonwealth 

continues to further its policy of de-institutionization, then it 
must at the same time offer some core Support facilities in each 

Region, Westboro being the one for this region. Second, the Binding 

Arbitration Law. Representative Rogers gave a brief description of 

the status of this legislation at the current time. 


9:05 p.m. Selectmen reconvened pole hearing for the erection of 15 
poles on Valley Road. Present: Robert McCabe of Mass. 
Electric; Wesley Wallace of New England Telephone; Howard 
paieeaaie: Tree Warden; four citizens and residents of the area. Mr. 
McCabe gave a brief presentation on the proposal to bury service on 
Valley Road which was in contradiction to Mr. Wallace's presentation 
of two weeks earlier. Mr. McCabe informed the Board that the DPU 
rate structure limits Mass. Electric from paying for underground 
utilities. Unless Mass. Electric can recoup its cost, either through 
a private developer, the municipalities involved or all of the 
persons using that utility within that municipality, it cannot go 
underground and bill the cost of this operation to the overall rate 
structure. Further, Mr. McCabe informed the Selectmen that until the 
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Town accepts this By-law, Mass. Electric simply cannot bury cable 
as a matter of policy. He indicated that Mass. Electric will try 
to use the most modern technology to minimize tree cutting. They 
will do what they have done on Lovers Lane and Parkerville Road - 
to minimize cutting. According to Mass. Electric's Engineering 
Department, the cost factor for burying cable is still twice as 
expensive as keeping cable overhead at the minimum and in worse 
situations, it may be as high as four times as expensive. An 
extension on a road as narrow as this, 1,700 feet long, unquestion- 
ably will be an expensive proposition. 


Mr. Wallace indicated that New England Telephone is still willing 
to go underground with its service for this entire stretch of Valley 
Road. However, he feels that if Mass. Electric is not going to go 
underground, then NET would prefer not to go underground. Mr. 
Kallander mentioned he had concerns with overhead wires because of a 
planned airstrip, now Stony Brook Golf Course. In the future he 
hopes to put another runway on property owned by the Kallander 
family at the top of Valley Road. He feels that the wires might be 
a problem and he is willing to pay the difference to go underground. 
However, his problem is only at the end of the proposed line and he 
would not really be willing to pay the entire underground length of 
1,700 feet. Howard Truesdale spoke concerning problens of raising, 
moving, changing or relocating poles 5 through 8.

Mr. Long had been offered the 
opportunity to speak before the Board of Selectmen re his 
reappointment. He informed the Board that his attorney was to arrive 
soon and requested the Board's indulgence in awaiting his arrival. 
Permission was granted. 


9:22 p.m. Edward P. Reardon, Mr. Long's attorney, arrived as did 

Messrs, Hughes and Thompson. Chairnan Bartolini offered 

Mr. Hughes the opportunity to speak before the Board in 
anticipation that the Hearing for Mr. Long might be lengthy. Mr. 
Hughes reported to the Selectmen that the mechanical sub-bids were a 
little high but that the tile, plumbing HVAC bids were quite low, in 
fact way below the estimates which he thought was quite encouraging.

audience, were Ronald Mattioli and Sergeant William J. Colleary. 


The following transcript is not a verbatum recording,but rather the best 
recollection from notes taken by Administrative Assistant John Lundblad 
and dictated the following morning, June 1, 1977: 


Chairman Bartolini began the neeting with an introductory statenent to 
Mr, Long and Attorney Reardon expressing the Board's feeling that it is 
not going to reappoint Mr. Long to his Civilian Dispatcher job, that 

he is not a contractual employee, therefore, not covered under the 
collective bargaining agreement with the Police Association. He, rather 
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is a Civilian Dispatcher serving at the will of the Board of Select- 
aca men and this hearing is not required by any statute by-law or con- 
tractual agreement but rather should be looked on as a meeting 
afforded to an employee by the employer to discuss his possible 
termination. Sel. McAuliffe expressed to Mr. Long and Attorney 
Reardon that this should be looked on as an opportunity to discuss 
the problems and an opportunity for Mr. Long to offer positive 
reasons why the Board of Selectmen should reconsider their decision 
not to reappoint him. 


eee! 


Attorney Reardon speaking to the Board, in his opening remarks, 
commented that he did not know the reason for the Board's decision 
not to reappoint Mr. Long. He sort of felt like an attorney before 
a jury and the jury had already given its verdict. He felt that if 
this decision was because of the incident that occurred last 
Christmastime involving a civilian, Mr. Clifford, and he asked the 
Board to recall what Mr. Clifford in fact said to them in their 
presence under oath, that he was merely offering them the greetings 
of the season, and he meant him no harm. Those were quotes to the 
best of Mr. Reardon's recollection. Mr. Reardon also notified the 
Board that he had a petition in hand from all members of the Depart- 
ment relative to Mr. Long's efficient and effective performance of 
his job as a Civilian Dispatcher. The petition will be included in 
Mr. Long's file, as presented to the Board of Selectmen requesting 
that Mr. Long be reinstated. His petition was signed by Patrolman 
Robert Durran, Set. William Colleary, Auxiliary Trainee Richard 
eas Mattioli, Auxiliary Trainee Michelle Lanza, Reserve Officer Theodore 
Pietrasiak, Reserve Officer Charles Keller, Officer Ralph Evangelous, 
Officer William Baker, Reserve Officer/Civilian Dispatcher Scott 
McCobb, Auxiliary Trainee Francis Fiorvanti, State Police Officer 
Michael Shimkus, Sgt. William Harpster, Reserve Officer and Dispatcher 
Frank Moore, Reserve Officer/Civilian-Clerk Dispatcher Willard 
Putnam, Officer Richard Waller, Officer Charles O'Connell, Auxiliary 
Trainee Steve Purcell, Officer Richard Mattioli, Custodian Ostellio 
Gasparoni, Reserve Officer William Klein. The petition presented 
to the Board did not, in fact, state that the members of the depart- 
ment felt that Mr. Long did a sufficient and effective job, but 
rather stated the following: 


"We the undersigned sign this petition on behalf of Richard W. 
Long who is a Civilian Dispatcher and Special Police Officer 
with the Southborough Police Department. It is our belief 

that Mr. Long should be reappointed due to his present working 
capabilities which we believe should not hinder his reappoint- 
ment. He has paid and paid greatly for his past mistakes and 
we feel that this should be in the past and forgotten. This 
petition is signed under no pressure and of our own free will.” 
Dated May 30, 1977. 


Mr. Reardon then went on to reiterate the fact that the persons 
whose rights were allegedly violated, Mr. Clifford, had said that 
his rights were not violated. He realized that it is the right or 
the duty of the Board of Selectmen to bring in whoever they want. 
However, he felt that Mr. Long has done his job. His capabilities 
and competence are excellent and if there was a problem with Mr. 
Clifford, the Selectmen should take the closest possible scrutiny 
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at looking at his evidence and testimony. Again, he said that he 
neant him no harm. He was wishing him the compliments of the 
season. 


Sselectnan O'Connell then nentioned to Mr. Reardon that he would 
expect that his attorney would look on the bright side of any 
testimony and would paint the most favorable case for his client. 
However, he felt that the people of the Town have the right to. have 
full confidence in every member of this department. Sel. O'Connell 
felt, therefore, that he needed a clear documentation that this 

man has tried overwhelmingly to demonstrate his capabilities during 
his probationary period and the period immediately after it, to 
demonstrate that he wants the job and he is capable of carrying the 
job and deserves reappointment. Sel. O'Connell then asked whether 
or not he (Mr. Long) could show that he has perforned the job 
exceptionally since his suspension. Again, he nentioned that the 
people have the right to the utnost confidence in allmembers of the 
Police Dept. whether it is civilian or uniform. 


Mr. Long then spoke mentioning that he came off probation May 4 or 

5 and he received an 80 out of a 100 score on the evaluation and he 
felt he has justified reappointment and has done an admirable job. 
Attorney Reardon indicated that the reports that were before the 
Board in regard to the incident with Mr. Clifford are loaded with 
innuendos and not fact and that the hearing clarified the situation. 
Mr. Long asked the Board if any complaints have been received in 
regard to his capabilities. The Chairman responded in the negative. 
Sel. O'Connell noted, however, that Mr. Long's ability has been 
discussed with other members of the department and it came to the 
Selectmen's attention at that time that his perfornance was not 
Satisfactory and there should be serious consideration given for his 
dismissal. Mr. Long then stated that he has given everything he 
has. If the Selectmen don't feel that it is enough, they could find 
Someone, then they simply should find someone else. 


3:53 p.m. Richard Long, Sgt. William Colleary and Attorney Reardon 
left at this time, 


selectmen then began to discuss the testimony received and felt 
that there were many names on the petition, but not all the depart- 
nent menbers and no people stepped forward to speak in person for 
Mr. Long. The Administrative Assistant then went downstairs to 
Secure other evaluations in files for the meeting. 


10:15 p.m. Police Chief Mattioli arrived. Chairman Bartolini asked 
the Chief why he originally rated Mr. Long at 80 out of 
100 and later turned around, reversed his original 
recommendation concerning the proponent and discussed the matter of 
the Board recommending against reappointment. Chief Mattioli indi- 
cated he has now reservations even though he did recommend Mr. Long 
for reappointment. He indicated that there are a great number of 
calls coming into the station re his personal status, that is to 
say, his financial matters. The Chairman felt if this discussion 
was going to be pursued, it should be pursued in Executive Session. 
(No further discussion of that topic.) Sel. McAuliffe asked how the 
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Chief could give him an 80 out of 100 for all categories. The Chief 
indicated he thought he was naking headway. Overall, his work had 
been done well and that he had been doing about as good a job as he 
had done before. He is a Special Police Officer and Civilian Dis- 
patcher. The Chief did notice, however, that he is taking more sick 
time in the last month or so since he was off probation, that he has 
been adding sick days to weekends and days off and holidays to ex- 
tend his non-duty time. On a number of occasions he has failed to 
Show up for paid details and these had to be filled in with Police 
Officers from other Towns. Further, the Chief noted that he has re- 
ceived complaints from the engineer on the job site at Rt. 495. Sel. 
O'Connell indicated to the Chief that his personal feeling was that 

a man Suspended for two weeks and put on probation for 90 days should 
not be reappointed unless he has been outstanding in his performance 
over the probationary period and the period immediately after. Sel. 
O'Connell asked the Chief whether Mr. Long's performance was out- 
standing or exemplary. Not receiving an answer from the Chief, Select- 
nan O'Connell asked the Chief if it was fair to assume that his 
performance has not been outstanding, rather been average. The Chief 
indicated that was a fair conclusion. Chief further indicated that 

he was originally opposed to firing Mr. Long at the time of his 
suspension he spoke with the Board and asked for leave to give the 

man another chance to demonstrate his capabilities and show he is 
interested and dedicated to the job. The Chief felt that in the be- 
ginning of his probation, in fact, he was doing a better job but now 
again he's beginning to slack off and perhaps he's losing interest in 
the job. Sel. McAuliffe asked the Chief about Sergeant Connors’ 
report on Mr. Long's progress. The Chief indicated that it is the 
same as the evaluation. Chief indicated that after hearing about the 
petition, he spoke with a couple of nembers of the Department and they 
had indicated that even though he has a number of faults, that he does 
do a good job as a dispatcher. The Chief further indicated that he 
felt that because no one ever likes to see a fellow employee fired, 

a number of people probably signed the petition for that reason. Sel. 
McAuliffe indicated that was why Mr. Long was here this evening, as 
nobody likes to see anyone fired and that the Selectmen wanted to 

give him every change to offer any extenuating infornation whatsoever. 
Mr. Reardon then began to question the Chief, asking the Chief whether 
or not it was true that no one said that he is not doing an exemplary 
job. Mr. Reardon in the line of questioning trying to make the Chief 
Say that Mr. Long had done an excellent or exenplary job was unsuccess- 
ful. Chairman Bartolini informed Attorney Reardon that he could not 
cross-examine the Chief, that this was not a hearing and the Chief was 
present as a voluntary witness. Mr. Long requested that the meeting 
be continued so that he could bring in witnesses or other interested 
people to speak in his behalf. The Chairman indicated that this is 
not tg,be continued. This is not a Hearing. It is a courtesy meeting, 
that/was duly notified well in advance, notified that he could be 
present or he could bring his attorney and therefore it is fair to 
assume that he could give his case if he so desired. Mr. Long then 
indicated that he had never failed to show up for a job; he had always 
called at least 8 hours in advance. He stated he felt that he did do 
a good job and he asked the members of the audience present to speak 
in his behalf. Sel. O'Connell again stated that he felt that he would 
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need ringing endorsenent from Mr. Long's superior, namely the Police 
Chief, prior to being able to make a reappointment after such a 
serious offense. Further, Sel. O'Connell indicated that he felt it 
was not fair to put the audience on the spot to either speak in 
favor or against Mr. Long and therefore recommended against inviting 
comments fron the audience. Ch. Bartolini felt that it was not 
appropriate to put pressure on the members of the audience and the 
press and that he would not entertain any public statenent from the 
citizens present. He also concurred with Sel. O'Connell's feeling 
that he needed an endorsement from the Department Head prior to 
making a reappointment in a situation like this and he said the en- 
dorsement simply is not there. Sel. McAuliffe stated that without 
the Chief's endorsement that he has no alternative but to vote 
against reappointment. Mr. Long then stated that he conceded that 
he had slacked off, that he does have personal problems and it may 
have affected his work to a degree. He asked how the Board could 
fire a guy when he got an 80 on a score. He didn't think it was 
right, didn't think it was fair to send him to the unemployment 
line when there are all kinds of high school seniors and other 
people out there unenployed. Attorney Reardon then in Summary 
Stated that he felt that it wasn't fair that the Board had made up 
its mind before the Hearing, that the Chief himself said that this 
man had done an excellent job. Sel. O'Connell then interrupted 
Saying the Chief had never said that he had done an excellent job 
but rather that he had done an adequate job, not an outstanding job, 
not a top-notch recommendation, just an 80 out of 100. Mr. Reardon 
then stated that he did not know that outside testimony would be 
allowed and if he knew this was a popularity contest he would have 
brought in as many people as he could. Mr. Long then asked the 
Board whether or not it was statutorily correct that at the end of 
a probationary period that he should be notified in writing or 
verbally that he was off probation. He felt that he never had 

been notified that his probation had expired and therefore his 
rights were not protected... He requested permission to call 
sergeant Colleary, have him come in and speak in his behalf. Select- 
man Bartolini refused saying that he had every opportunity to speak 
and to bring in anyone he wished. He was notified twice. It was 
in the newspaper and he had ample notification of this meeting. A 
motion was then made by Sel. McAuliffe, seconded by Sel. O'Connell, 
and unanimously VOTED that Richard Long not be reappointed as 
Dispatcher to the Southborough Police Department. 


Mr. Long requested the effective date of the failure to reappoint. 
Selectman Bartolini informed him immediately. Sel. McAuliffe 

asked the Chief whether or not he was satisfied. He indicated that 
he was. Mr. Long left at this time. 


10:44 p.m. Sel. McAuliffe then nade a motion to make all police 
appointments as per the recommendations of Police Chief 
Mattioli. Motion was seconded by Sel. O'Connell and was unanimously 
VOTED to appoint the following to the Southborough Police Depart- 
ment: (It was later brought to the attention of the Board of 
Selectmen that they had inadvertently nissed the name of Henry 
Pietrasiak as a Regular Police Officer. Sel. McAuliffe made that 
motion, seconded by Sel. O'Connell, and unanimously voted to 
appoint Henry Pietrasiak as a Regular Police Officer on the 
Southborough Police Department) _..

9:15 p.m. Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi met with the Board of 


Ridge Road, Industrial Park and Bantry Road. First - Town Counsel 
Said that Maryland Casualty no longer places bonds in the Commonwealth. 
It has withdrawn from this market and because of this, is difficult 
to deal with. It has little or no interest in staying Massachusetts. 
Second - there are three distinct problems: the Fairview/High Ridge 
bond appears to be all right. It has been assumed by another con- 
Struction company and as best as he could determine, this will go 
through an orderly transition with Maryland keeping the under- 
Writing responsibility. Re Bantry Road, Town Counsel Busconi said 
that Cosmo Caterino and Maryland Casualty agree that the $10,000 out- 
Standing will come to the Town since the cost of fixing the 
road is far in excess of that amount. They also realize that the 
Town may take them to court and would be successful. In regard to 
the Industrial Park, the $80,000 outstanding bond is thought to be 
far in excess of what needs to be done by Mr. Caterino and Maryland 
Casualty. They assume that the work is somewhere closer to $14, 300. 
Mr. Busconi thought that an agreement had been reached between Cosmo 
Caterino and Maryland Casualty which would (1) give the Town the 
$10,000 within a week or two, (2) have the Planning Board review the 
Industrial Park bond and reduce it to a lower sum which could be or 
would be negotiated in the future. He hoped that this would be a 
quick reduction so we can get the $10,000 and get to work on Bantry 
Road. Mr. Kimball asked why these two were being tied together. 

Mr. Busconi indicated that Maryland Casualty also wants to get some 
benefit of the three bonds being together, just as we want to 
benefit from it. Mr, Dillman wished to go on record saying that he 
was not looking for the Industrial Park money, that we have not gone 
after those bonds, that if we did, we would be looking for the 
entire $80,000. The $14,300 figure was a compromise so that we 
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could get enough money to do all of Bantry Road; the agreement was a 

— quid pro quo and if Maryland Casualty is now trying to pull us into 
that, he feels we should sue. Mr. Kimball felt that the entire 
thing smacks of a deal. The $10,000 for Bantry, plus the $14,300 or 
$24,300 agreed to earlier for releasing the $90,000 was only so that 
we could get Bantry Road done quicker. Sel. O'Connell stated that we 
should go back to the $50,000 total, not the $24,000 total giving 
$10,000 to Bantry Road and $40,000 to the Industrial Park assuming 
that the Industrial Park needed about $26,000 to be fixed up. Town 
Counsel Busconi was lauded for having done a good job in trying to 
pick up the piecesthat were left hanging for years on end. Selectmen 
O'Connell indicated that Mr. Boland and Mr. Kimball should get to- 
gether and work out some new figures for the Industrial Park, trying 
to justify that $40,000 figure. 


Chairman Bartolini asked of the Planning Board what the long-tern 
liabilities would be on the ponding basins. Mr. Dillman indicated 
that he did not know, but that the specifications for the basins had 
been drawn up by Mr. Caterino, approved by the Planning Board and by 
Maryland Casualty. Town Counsel Busconi and Ch. Bartolini asked how 
much it would cost to get the project done. Mr. Dillman indicated 
that this study had been done many times, that numbers had been put 
together. Ch. Bartolini requested an update of those figures. Sel. 
O'Connell indicated that the cost would be over $80,000 and recom- 
mended that we try to put together the maximum with a detailed listing 
So that we could eliminate certain things if it was necessary to bring 
er the cost down. Sel. McAuliffe requested information on how we arrived 
at the figure $14,000. Mr. Kimball indicated that Mr. Boland fur- 
nished the figure of $26,000 for Bantry Koad and that this was the 
compromise offered to Maryland Casualty. The $14,000 figure, ac- 
cording to Mr. Dillman, was to clean up trees and pull out some of 
the fill and restore some of the riprap and to cut out a low flow 
channel. The PlanningBoard was satisfied with getting only $30,000 
out of the $80,000 Industrial Park bond and all of the $10,000 Bantry 
Road bond as quickly as possible at that time. However, to now go 
from $90,000 to $40,000 and only get $10,000 for Bantry Road, was not 
a Satisfactory offer to the Planning Board, Ch. Bartolini stated 
that if this is the bargain, getting $40,000 for $90,000, if the 
bonds can be reduced and the work can be done, let's do it and get 
going. Mr. Dillman indicated that this was the key question--whether 
or not it could be done, whether or not a low flow channel was needed 
and if so, what it would cost. 


Sel, O'Connell asked a question of Town Counsel Busconi - whether or 
not Maryland Casualty would do the work on Bantry Rd. The answer was 
no. Asked what they would do in regard to Bantry Rd., Town Counsel 
Busconi indicated that they would furnish $10,000. Sel. O'Connell 
requested of the Town Counsel an opinion whether or not we could do 
the work prior to receiving the money. Town Counsel Busconi indicated 
that we certainly could, that it would not hurt our litigation or our 
right to go after the money. Sel. O'Connell then stated that since 
Maryland Casualty would not do the work, Maryland was only willing to 
give the face value, the $10,000 bond, that we should seek a 
compromise. Mr. Kimball indicated that he would need more figures 
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from Mr. Boland (base cost on Bantry Road) just to bring it up to 

standard for plowing, and intermediate cost just to try and bring can 
it up to reasonable standard top cost which would bring it up to 

the full subdivision control law standard. Sel. O'Connell felt 

that we should sue for the $10,000, set up a Special Town Meeting 

in September, to get authorization from the Town to make necessary 
improvements, have the Highway Dept. do the job, determine how much 
money was necessary and appropriate that amount of mnoney with hopes 
that some day we'll get the $10,000 from Maryland Casualty. Sel. 
O'Connell indicated that three (3) questions need to be answered -- 
(1) by the Highway Supt. - to get exactly what it would cost to get 
Bantry Rd. and the crossover road in good enough shape to go 

through the winter and be plowable; (2) have the Town Counsel de- 
termine what would need to be done to do the work, both from an 
appropriation point of view and an authorization point of view; 

(3) - the Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen should look at 
the new figures and determine what compromises would be possible. 
Sel. McAuliffe wanted to know whether or not we would get the 
$10,000 by reducing the other bond and what it would take to bring 
Maryland Casualty to a negotiating posture. If this is not possible 
Or reasonable, he felt that we should immediately go to court and go 
to the Special Town Meeting for funding. Mr. Murphy indicated that 
the Town should do the job right, complete it to subdivision control 
law standards, not cut corners and not do it just to make it plowable.

1. That the Recreation Commission would agree to do this. 
2. That all expenditures must be for recreational purposes xnd not 
purposes related to youth commissions, youth drop-ins, counseling 
or other programs strongly under the auspicious of the Southborough 
Youth Community Center. 
Mrs. Draper indicated that they would do whatever necessary to furnish 
this information to the Town Counsel, including quarterly meetings and re- 
ports to the Board of Selectmen. Ch. Bartolini requested that they draw 
up a sheet outlining all of the information necessary for the Selectmen to 
determine exactly how much of their activity was recreational. Sel. O'Con- 
nell went a step further asking that they also draw up the list of proposed 
expenditures for-all purposes, but mainly for the recreational which would 
be approved by the Town Counsel, forwarded by the Administrative Assistant 
to the Recreation Commission so that a detailed list could be furnished to 
the Selectmen prior to the project getting off the ground.

His impression was that the 
Drop-In Center was going to raise several hundred dollars over the summer 
time. Perhaps less than a thousand. He requested an update on that, what 
sort of funds have been raised, other than the $500 donated from the Fay 
Fund and the $5,000 from the Town Meeting. Mrs. Draper responded: first, 
the State contract started July 1st was for $3,445 for the salary of the 
Director. Second, since January 1, 1977, $1,300 has been raised. Third, 
$500 has been donated by the Pilgrim Church. Selectman O'Connell then asked 
if additional funds could be expected by the next Annual Town Meeting. Mrs. 
Draper indicated that they are trying to raise money with other non-profit 
organizations from other towns as well as approach business men. Selectmen 
O'Connell again indicated his concern about a long run commitment to this 
project, felt that the people at the Town Meeting and people he has spoken 
to do not expect this to be a long term financial commitment on the part of 
the Town. People frankly felt that the Drop-In Center was not well orga- 
nized, that the program seems very general and lacks cohesion. Mrs. Draper 
stated that to think that a one time $5,000 donation would solve this prob- 
lem is ludicrous, felt that the job program that has been done this summer 
by the Drop-In Center has been a valuable service and that is one example of 
the nonrecreational services provided by this group that should continue. 


Members of the press asked what the status was on the new headquarters. Mrs. 
Draper indicated that they had two rooms downstairs in the Community House 
and they were still looking for a permanent home. Selectman O'Connell asked 
if youths from Southville are coming to the Community House. Mrs. Draper 
indicated that they are. Tonight was the first time that two showed up. 
However, other programs are being run in Southville, both at Finn Field and 
various trips to other locations from Southville. Peter Phaneuf, a resident 
of the Southvikle area indicated that they would like to raise the question 
of whether or not the Drop-In concept even works. If it is advisible to 
bring troubled youths together in the Center to work together or is it better 
to try and separate them from other troubled youths and try to deal with then 
individually. He conceded that he probably should have spoken at the Town 
Meeting but decided against it. Felt that the Jobs Program was excellent, 
the trips were very good and that the recreational activity was very good.

7:45 pm. Sel. T. McAuliffe arrived. 


7:45 pm. Selectmen met with the Assessors - Ch. Arthur Holmes and members 
to Charles Johnson and Arthur Sission, Jr. The first issue discussed 
8:22 pm. was the $2 tax increase. Sel. McAuliffe, Ch. Holmes and Assessor 

Johnson engaged in a very lenthy conversation concerning the $2 
tax increase. Sel. McAuliffe felt that the agreement made at the Town Meet- 
ing to transfer funds from surplus revenue would have offset any tax in+- 


crease. He was very upset. He had reported to the people there would be no 
tax increase and now, in fact, there was a $2 increase. The Assessors blam- 
ed the $2 increase primarily on an increase in assessments to the cherry 
sheet, as well as a decrease in reimbursements which cause a net $2.07 in- 
crease to offset revenues not received from the State. In addition, a late 
return on auto excise bills from the Motor Vehicle Department enabled in- 
dividuals to pay the auto excise tax after the Town Meeting period which in 
turn gave us less free cash to work with at that time. 


The second issue discussed by Ch. Holmes was a feeling that over $350,000 
must be recommitted to Mrs Johnson in uncollected taxes. This accounts for 
approximately 7 years of uncollected taxes with the bulk being 1977 taxes 
over $200,000. Ch. Holmes pointed out that this is $5 on the tax rate and 
that this is a very significant problem that should be looked into and we 
should expedite the handling of the collection of these bills. The Select- 
men informed the Assessors that Town Counsel Busconi has already been put on 
this project; that we assume that the action will begin forthwith. 


Ch. Bartolini signed the Insurance Statement of Values for both actual cash 
value and replacement value for the Town property. 


Selectmen AGREED to provide the power and maintenance for the traffic light 
system on Rt. 9 up to $3,000 per annum. The Letter of Agreement which 
should be put together with a letter from Data General Corp. would be sent 
on to Commissioner Carroll, Dept. of Public Works, to try and expedite 
this program as soon as possible. 


8:30 pm. Selectmen met with Highway Supt. J. W. Boland, Town Counsel Busconi 
to to discuss solid waste hauling fees for the current fiscal year. 
8:50 pm. Mr. Boland was asked whether or not he could control the waste com- 
ing into the Transfer Station to insure that haulers were not bring: 
ing in trash from other Towns. He felt that the primary way to do this was 
in spot checking, that even a tonnage limit for Mr. Campbell, Mr. Harvey, 
Mr, Lawrence or any other hauler would be difficult to enforce Since they 
all have mixed rubbish, bringing in residential and business and that that 
business is the difficult one to measure. Sel. O'Connell indicated that he 
favored no charge for those people who bring it into the Transfer Station 
themselves. This was reiterated by the Board. Feeling that he would not 
charge residential and that he would not charge industries, Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that the best policy appears to be the status quo- that is to say, 
no change. If we determine that there is an abuse, we could always reopen 
the fee schedule hearing and set ee, Ch. Bartolini indicated that commer- 
cial haulers always pay at land fills or transfer stations, that is simply 
the way that business is done in other towns and other cities. He sees no 
reason why we should give haulers a free ride. Sel. McAuliffe made the fol- 


lowing Motion: that the Town of Southborough keep the existing policy in 
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effect (this policy has been in effect for one year) for the next year. 
If abuses are determined, then this policy may be changed. This Motion 
was seconded by Sel. O'Connell. Sel. O'Connell added that he requests 
further information in regard to Ch. Bartolini's assertion that other 
Towns pay and asked the Administrative Assistant to investigate this 
matter. It was a unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen, 


8:15 pm. Selectmen met with Town Counsel Busconi and Highway Supt. Jd. W. 
to Boland regarding Bantry Road. Selectmen reviewed the report of 
9:15 pm. the Admin. Asst. and Town Counsel concerning options for the re- 
construction and repair of Bantry Road. Selectmen felt that the 
only option was the possibility of accepting the road and then repairing it. 
In regard to the law suit, Town Counsel Busconi reported that nothing had 
been done. No suits were initiated until information is received from the 
Planning Board from Universal Engineering so that a determination can be 
made whether or not any negotiations should proceed. Sel. O'Connell felt 
we Should start immediately. Ch. Bartolini felt that this was not wise, 
the Planning Board had gone to the expense and the time to get this infor- 
mation from Universal and we should not negate these negotiations by start- 
ing suit on the $10,000 bond. Sel. O'Connell felt that if we had gone after 
this two years ago when the Planning Board had asked for it, that we would 
now be that much closer to fruition. Town Counsel Busconi indicated that 
everyone would agree with that. However, he noted that we are negotiating 
three individual bonds. The Planning Board has called for more information 
and more time to get it. It would not be appropriate to file suit while we 
are trying to negotiate these other issues. Ch. Bartolini felt that there 
1s nothing we can do until we gst the numbers. It was suggested that if we 
get the $10,000, we go to a Special Town Meeting and accept the street and 
the Town fixes it. Sel. McAuliffe felt that the Planning Board would — 
never go for that. Ch. Bartolini did not like the statute that we would a 
have to accept to fix private roads. He felt that this would create a dan- 
gerous precedent. There was concurrence from other members of the Board of 
selectmen. He felt that the way to do it was to accept the street, then put 
the money into it and fix it. Town Counsel Busconi felt that if lawsuits are 
necessary, that he would advise that the Town go after both bonds at once. 
It would give him more clout for negotiations. Ch. Bartolini instructed the 
Administrative Assistant to contact the Planning Board to determine if we 
could have a meeting by August 30 to discuss the four following issues: 
(1) the figures from Universal Engineering, (2) whether or not the Planning 
Board would wish to litigate both cases at once if the dollar figures from 
Universal Eng. are not right, (3) if only the $10,000 comes in, would the 
Planning Board be willing to go to a Special Town Meeting to accept the 
street and then repair it, (4) Highway Supt. J.W. Boland will work on a cost 
estimate to try and show the ranges of the possibility between the $10,000 
which may come from the bond and the $27,500 which apparently has been de- 
termined to be the total cost to bring it up to subdivision control standards. 


The Selectmen then adopted the policy statement for the hiring of a police 
officer. There were two changes - one being that the applications would be 
filed with the Chief of Police in sealed envelopes and be kept in the 
strictest confidence in serialized order and secondly, that the applications 
nicer be received for ten days after the publication of the last advertise-

ments necessary with Newton-Waltham BayBank for this purpose. 


8:00 pm to Selectmen met with Mr. and Mrs. Stephens of 249 Parkerville 
8:11 pm Road and Mrs. Hayes of Parkerville Road. The first issue 
discussed was the property at 247 Parkerville Road which 

was damaged by fire approximately one year ago. The residents present 
had requested that the Board of Selectmen take action to make this 
structure safe for area children. Ch. Bartolini informed residents 
present that the Town had moved against the owners a number of months 
ago. However, because the property was in probate, it was difficult 

a, to get any action either from the court or from the heirs to the 
estate. Despite this, the Town had notified the Estate that under 
Chapter 143, Section 8 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts that action would be taken by the Town if no action is 
taken by the Estate. Since the Estate was subsequently settled, the 
Board expects that the correspondence going out from the Selectmen's 
office this week will bring immediate action or the Town will intervene. 
The second issue discussed was the extension of sidewalks from the 
school (Finn School) down Parkerville Road to this residential area. The 
Board of Selectmen indicated that they will contact the Highway Supt. to 
determine what plans, if any, he has in regard to this project. 


Selectmen then read a petition from the residents of East Main Street 
and Overlook Drive as concerns speeding traffic on East Main Street. 
Selectmen instructed the Admin. Ass't to follow up on the petition re- 
quest working with the Highway Supt. and the Police Chief. The four 
issues requested in the petition were: (1) that the speed limit on 

East Main St. be no more than 20 m.p.h., (2) that this speed limit be 
strictly enforced, (3) that this speed limit be posted at appropriate 
locations, and (4) that a stop sign be located on Overlook Drive at its 
intersection with E. Main St. 


8:15 pm to Selectmen met with Paul B. Lindau, General Manager of Trachte 
9:20 pm Metal Buildings Co., Richard Guerard of Guerard Survey & Co., 
Paul e Brefka - Chairman of the Southborough Planning Board, 
—, Planning Board members: M. Donath, L. Kimball, D. Dillman. Mr. Lindau 
gave a brief presentation as to the proposal to go on this property. He 
indicated that all abutters had been notified and he had all certificates 
of return except for those who had failed to sign. He indicated that he 
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had been to the Board of Health, had been to the Conservation Com- oo 
mssion (had to file a "Hatch Act" Notice of Intent with the Con- 
servation Commission , however, he felt that this action would be 
forthcoming. ) 


He explained that the project is designed for storage of household 
goods on a month=to-month rental basis. He read a diversified list 

of tenants ranging from individuals to corporate lending institutions. 
On a nation-wide basis, their average traffic count is 15 cars per 

day. The hours of operation at this location would be 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
with half the operations on Saturdays and Sundays. The entire area 
would be secured with a chain link fence with a live-in manager. There 
would be area lighting in each of the aisles. The buildings anticipated 
would be pre-engineered metal buildings with approximately 20-year life. 
He indicated that his building conpany had a great deal of experience 
in constructing these, that they anticipated no construction problem. 


Mr, Guerard then gave a brief presentation indicating that a curb-cut. verbal 
permit has been received from the Mass. DPW. However, it had not been 
put in writing yet. (This was confirmed by Joseph Miele of the Mass. 
DPW in a telephone call from Admin. Ass't Lundblad.) Mr. Guerard then 
indicated that they had designed a 100-year storm drainage system with 
a 24-inch pipe leading from the site draining toward the brook in the 
vicinity of Brook Lane. Ch. Bartolini then noted that it is customary 
to show buildings, not just base elevations for buildings on site plans 
and requested that to be shown. In addition, he requested that area 
lighting be shown if that is necessary. Mr. Lindau indicated that area 
lighting was necessary, that there would be a pole at the end of each 
building-illuminating the aisles. Ch. Bartolini indicated that must 

be incorporated in the plan. 


Mr. Guerard indicated that working sessions had been already carried 
out with the Southborough Conservation Commission and the Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineering. A Hearing should be convened on 
September 22, 1977 on an informal basis with the Southborough Conser- 
vation Commission. He also indicated the State had told him that he 
must file with the Army Corps of Engineers. This, too, should be 
accomplished prior to the beginning of construction. Ch. Bartolini 
indicated that the Board of Selectmen cannot act on the Site Plan until 
all other town boards and State Agencies have granted the necessary 
permission. Mr. Lindau indicated that the Conservation Commission had 
told him they had expressed concerns that this in fact does create 
probiems with developers. The Town By-Law does clearly state that the 
Site Plan must be the last permit issued. 


Ch. Bartolini asked the estimated cost of this project. Mr, Lindau 

indicated it would be one million dollars. Asked if any Signs would be 
on the site, Mr. Lindau indicated that there would be Signs advertising 
the location of this business. Ch. Bartolini indicated that these must 
be shown on the plan. At this time Chairnan of the Planning Board, 

Paul Brefka, presented a letter to the Selectmen indicating the eight wi 
concerns the Planning Board had with this proposal. Those concerns were: 
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lighting, signs, parking, screening between the business and residential 
districts, landscaping, height of buildings, percentage of property 
covered with buildings and the security system around the structure. The 
lighting signs had already been covered by Ch. Bartolini. In regard to 
the parking, the Planning Bd. estimated that the gross floor space was— 
somewhere between 650,000 and 700,000 sq. ft. Therefore, somewhere 
between 44 and 46 parking spaces would be required. Mr. Lindau indi- 
cated that sufficient space was available if that was desired. However, 
they never put parking spaces in because they encourage the people to 
come in and drop off the items and leave; not to work in the buildings 
or do car repair. In addition he mentioned that no lighting was pro- 
vided inside the building to further discourage any individual from 
using the buildings as a repair shop. In regard to the screening, 
Chairman Brefka indicated that there is no hard and fast requirement 

as concerns the buffer between residential and business districts. 
However, the Planning Board would like to see some sort of a buffer if 
possible. 


Landscaping was not clearly indicated on the plan and should, in fact, 
be placed there prior to the approval by the joint Boards. Mr. Lindau 
indicated that the height of the building would be shown on the plan. 
In regard to the ground coverage, he indicated that only 35% of the 
available space was being used and this is well below what they do on 
an average basis nation-wide, However, because of winter maintenance 
(snow removal) they felt they had to have wide aisles for plowing. In 
regard to the chain link fence, the Planning Board had thought to have 
this fence somehow disguised from Rt. 9. Mr. Lindau indicated that it 
was meant to be a security fence with clear visibility for the watch- 
man. However, there would be some low level landscaping between the 
road and the fence. 


8:30 p.m. Town Counsel Busconi, Highway Supt. Boland and Conservation 
Com. members Inge Tufts (Chairman) and Delia Mulvaney arrived. 


Chairman Bartolini asked if any representatives of the Board of Health 
were present. Chairman Mauch and member Dr. Stone were present. Mr. 
Mauch indicated that the sewerage plan had been submitted, that it had 
not yet been approved, but it appears workable for the use requested. 
sel. O'Connell asked what affect the 100 year flood design would have 
on the brook and the area of the neighbors, Mr. Guerard indicated 

he had done an analysis to the 32 inch pipe that goes under Rt. 9 and 
the Conservation Com. felt there was a serious problem in a 15 inch 
pipe that was about 400 feet away from the property. Mr. Guerard then 
gave a brief presentation and indicated that in regard to the Board of 
Health request that Trachte Co,leave a large piece of percable land 
next to them so that further development could continue on Rt. 9, they 
did not box in and use up all the percable land along the highway. 
Secondly, in regard to the storm drain, as he called it, he has made a 
determination that an 18 inch pipe is necessary. However, they 
designed a 24 inch pipe on the site. This 24 inch pipe goes to 

an open brook and that in turn is piped in a 24 inch pipe until 

it runs into the continuous flowing brook. Attempts were made with 
rip rap and other techniques to slow the velocity since the estimated 
run-off will increase from 18 cu. ft. per second to 75 cu. ft. per 
second with the paving and building construction. The existing 24 inch 
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pipe runs westerly to Brook Lane to a catch basin. This design, in his 
estimation, would only hold a 10 year storm. That catch basin in turn 
feeds into a 15 inch pipe which runs 70 feet and he feels that would 

not even take a 10 year storm and that would be a source of continual = 
flooding. That fact was restated by a number of residents who main- 
tained that they do have seasonal flooding each year. He felt that 

pipe should be increased. However, to his knowledge, no easements 

exist for the project are on private property. At this time Mrs. Tufts 
indicated that she would request the assistance of the Board of Select+ 
men through the Town Counsel to make a determination where the 
developer's role ends in run-off problems and where the Town's begins. 


Ch. Bartolini then opened the discussion to the residents of the area. 

Mr. Walter J. White requested to know if this was going to be piped 

all the way to Brook Lane and he was very upset that this would flood 

his home. Ch. Bartolini indicated that clearly it would not. Earl 

Smiddy wanted to know why a warehouse operation was not going before 

the Zoning Board of Appeals. He felt the usage was not allowed in a 

business district. The point was noted by the Board. He also felt 

the pitched roof design wouud be very noisy. An unnamed resident 

asked why the hours would be so long, from 7 to 9. He felt the hours 

need not be expanded and the number of people using the facility would 

be far in excess of 15 per day. Mr. Lindau indicated that they had 

run these operations nation-wide and that the people's habit differ 

from region to region and granted, that in Southern California there is 

a much more intensive development. They don't have to worry about snow saat 
removal and problems of that sort. In many southem California 

operations they actually wire the buildings so the people can use them 

as repair shops and other shops. But this would not be done here. The —- 
hours 7 to 9 would be firmly kept. There is a clearly documented need 

in this area, The feasibility project began over a year ago and the 

property acquisition began shortly thereafter. Mr. Atchue requested 
information on how large the operation would be, how many buildings, 

how many rentable units (10 buildings and over 500 rentable pete) 
Miss Fantony requested Town Counsel's ruling on how industrial use 
could get into a business zone. The Board of Health Chairman Philip 
Mauch raised the issue which could not be resolved in this hearing - 
that the runoff after it leaves Brook Lane goes down to Willow St. and 
Harvest Lane (Hendries driveway) and Rt. 30. There has always been a 
serious drainage problem since development along Rt. 30. This will 
further aggravate it as will the mini-mall currently being proposed for 
Rt. 30. He wanted to make this part of the record and the Board of 
Selectmen's consideration. 


Selectman O'Connell then moved that this be taken under advisement 

and that the Town Counsel be asked to produce a ruling - first, in 

regard to the permitted use in the zone - whether or not a warehouse 

operation - be it commercial. warehousing or retail warehousing - be 

allowed in this district; secondly, he would like a decision of who 

is responsible for drainage and how far. The motion was seconded by 

Sel. McAuliffe and it was a unanimous voice vote of the Board of — 
Selectmen. 


Discussion continued as concerns the warehousing, whether it was a re- _ 
tail or a wholesale concept with a number of residents raising the 

issue that the Selectmen and the Town Counsel discuss it.Mr. Lindau 

tried to answer the questions. 
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9:20 p.m, Selectmen met with the Southborough Housing Authority. 
sada Members present were: Henry W. Welch, Jr., Ronald F, 
| Daniels, and David E. Taylor, Sr. Acting Chairman 
McAuliffe called for nominations. Barbara A. Murphy,of 
202 Cordaville Road, was nominated by Mr. Welch, seconded 
by Mr. Daniels. No other nominations were received. Acting Chairman 
McAuliffe cast one ballot for Mrs. Murphy. It was a unanimous vote to 
elect Barbara A. Murphy, 202 Cordaville Road, as a member of the South- 
borough Housing Authority to fill the vacancy, created by the resig- 
nation of Anita C. Zollo of 6 Rock Point Road, until the next Town 
Election in May 1978. 


9:30 p.m. Town Counsel Busconi, the Selectmen and the Advisory 
Committee Chairman George McClelland and member Sherman 
Ball met to discuss the Supreme Judicial Court's decision 
on the Town's Abortion Clinic Banning By-Law. Town Counsel Busconi 
gave a brief explanation of the situation summarizing the decision, 
then offered t wo alternatives: First, that within 28 days the Town 
could file for a Motion to reargue before the Supreme Judicial Court. 
Town Counsel strongly recommended against this as a waste of time, 
effort and money. Second, to file a Petition of Associare to the 
U. S. Supreme Court. Said petition should be filed 90 days from the 
date of the issuance of the order which was 9/8/77. Town Counsel 
would request, however, that the Board not take the full 90 days to 
make a decision since it would require some work. This process would 
begin with a three to four page outline describing the history of the 
— case and its Constitutional significance. Town Counsel indicated 
, that 95% of all of these are preliminarily dropped. One to two per 
cent are preliminarily approved by a single Justice but later dropped. 
Three to four per cent go before the High Court. The cost for this 
level of activity would be 10 to 15 hours at $35/hour plus entry fees. 
Town Counsel cannot give us the odds on the success, not even a 
probability from the point of origin. It is very difficult to get 
in and very difficult to succeed if we get in. Sel. McAuliffe asked 
if the Board does petition and succeed, can it later be withdrawn. 
Answer was in the affirmative. What would be the cost of this step. 
Answer was $500 to $1,000. Sel. McAuliffe asked the cost of the full 
appeal. Town Counsel answered that the printing would be significant 
and we are talking in the neighborhood of $10,000 to $15,000. Sel. 
O'Connell felt that if we are going to file an appeal, we must consider 
the total cost. 


George McClelland, Ch. of Advisory Committee, asked the following 
questions: (1) Do we have to raise specific points in the Constitutional 
Law? Answer: Yes. Sometimes they don't really care if it is a 

major Constitutional issue. They would rather send us back in the 

Lower Courts which is extremely time-consuming and expensive. (2) Are 
there signficant Constitutional issues for local government? Town 
Counsel answered: Yes. (3) Is this possibly expanded beyond the 
petition? In other words, is Step 1 as Town Counsel Busconi described 

it the total fixed cost? Town Counsel answered: Absolutely, yes. 

— (4) Can you withdraw any time? Town Counsel answered: Yes. (5) How 
long will it take to get an answer? Town Counsel answered: 12 to 14 
months. If we are granted the petition, we will be before the bench 
arguing. (6) Would you need any outside help other than your firm? 
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Town Counsel answered: No. (7) Would your fee increase going to the 
Supreme Court? Town Counsel answered: Under the agreement I have with eae 
the Board of Selectmen, no. (8) Would your fee increase going to the 
Supreme Court going for other clients? Town Counsel answered: Yes. 

(9) Did you check out the cost of going to the Supreme Court with 
other firms in what they would charge? Town Counsel answered: I do 
not do that as a matter of policy. (10) What would you estimate the 
normal charge of your firm? Town Counsel answered: $75 to $100 an 
hour as opposed to $35. Selectman O'Connell asked about intervenors. 
Did they argue before the SJC? Town Counsel answered: Yes. QQ. Can 
they also appeal? Town Counsel: Yes. Q. Can they drag us along if 
they appeal? Town Counsel indicated no knowledge of their intent and 
that technically their appeal does not force us to appeal. However, in 
the interest of the Town, the Town Counsel feels we should remain 
current with whatever level of activity they engage in. Mr. Ball 

asked if the intervenors go, must we go? Town Counsel: Yes, if they 
get beyond the petition stage we would be assessed defense costs. Q. 

Do the intervenors pay? Town Counsel: No, we pay - everything. The 
intervenors and the abortion clinic are both being assisted by other 
organizations. Dr. Stone did not understand the issue and asked: If 
the intervenors proceed, do we have to proceed along with them? Town 
Counsel: No, we do not have an obligation. It is a policy decision. 
For the best interest of the Town, we are not forced to be carried along.

We 
Still have some interveners and if they choose to go further, we 
still have an opportunity to join them. If they go to that one 
case, the suggested #2 point you're talking about, Tom, and then 
if they are accepted at that level perhaps at that time the Town 
could make a decision to join them. But I don't see any 
practical reason to go the distance at this point for the simple 
reason of the 964% rejections so far in most cases of this nature. 
Would you care to say anything? 


sel. O'Connell: Yes, I would like to make several comments. I 
have spent some time reviewing the decision. I have mentioned 
when some people ask me about the case for my reaction, I said 


that one of the points that I thought was interesting in the case 
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pa was the position of the court on the question of whether a Town 
could restrict or control the types of uses of property within 
the Town to the extent that a large number of people wanted to 
control them. When the matter came before the Planning Board 
and we made a recommendation to the Town Meeting, we recom- 
mended in favor of the Article to prohibit clinics on the basis 
that a large number of people in the Town had expressed a strong 
position on the issue and therewas virtually no opposition. The 
court has made it clear that the will of the majority is not 
going to control on this type of an issue. And one of the 
things which troubles me on that point is that I don't think it 
was just a question of Southborough saying we want to have uses 
in Town which we want and we want to keep out what we don't want. 
I think one of the elements was that we were talking about a use 
of property which a number of people felt was more appropriate 
in a more urban area than Southborough and ina location that 
was physically proximate to a substantial hospital. But the 
court has addressed all of these points and concluded that the 
proper operation of an abortion clinic is one which is subject 
to the State Department of Public Health and controllable by 
them. I think a number of people in the Town have been con- 
cerned and were concerned at the Town Meeting that if they did 
not support the Article to expend monies to oppose the abortion 
clinic that in some sense they would be deemed to have condoned 
the concept of abortions. As a result, the Town did expend 

_ Substantial monies and carried the case through the State's 

| highest court. I know it's in tonight's South Middlesex News 

that the Town of Seekonk had a similar Article before it to 
in effect prevent or prohibit the location of abortion clinics 
within that town and as a result of our decision, the Article 
was withdrawn and they indicated that in place of that the town 
was going to consider a resolution expressing the Town's 
feelings in opposition to abortion clinics. My feeling in 
rating the case and in hearing what has been said tonight is 
that it is not practical to appeal further. I think the question 
is do we appeal to the U. S. Supreme Court or not and not do we 
spend $1,000 to hope that we might get to the Supreme Court. That 
still does leave it to those people who are most vitally con- 
cerned about the issue and there is a substantial number of 
people in the Town, those people who did intervene in the case, 
who do feel strongly to pursue the case if they wish. And 
lastly, the other tack which is a minor one, which we could con- 
sider and which the court suggests, would be to adopt some zoning 
provisions with respect to clinics which the court would accept 
as being more reasonable. For example, to limit abortion clincs 
to certain areas, such as business areas and I think that would 
be one thing at a minimum that we might consider for the next 
Town Meeting. 


fe Selectman McAuliffe: Well, again I still feel very strongly that 
we have come a long way. We have spent a lot of money, I think, 
for the additional amount of money that is being requested here, I 
think we're making a mistake by quitting. If the vote so comes: 
that we do not pursue this avenue that we're making a major 


mistake. I think that this affects the whole town. I think that 
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the whole town has the responsibility in the legal cost of this 
if in fact we are fortunate enough to be heard by the U. 8. 
Supreme Court and for the amount of money that's involved, I 
would at once prefer to get a final no from the State and the 
Supreme Court saying that this case does not warrant hearings 
by the U. S. Supreme Court.

8:15 p.m. Bids were opened for the landscaping for the Town Hall 


renovation project. Paul Brefka, Chairman of the Town Hall

had to be accepted and the Board indicated that it could be rejected 
and re-bid but it must be advertised again.

8:40 p.m. Town Hall Renovation Group (THUG),represented by their 


to Chairman Paul Brefka, met with the Selectmen and the 
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Johnson to discuss the microfilming of records. Mr,.. Brefka gave a 
brief description of the program that was anticipated, primarily for 
the purpose of eliminating unnecessary paperwork. Mrs. Davis 
indicated the Assessors had already classified their documents as per 
the directive by the Secretary of State and cleared out the documents 
they did not need.

Assistant is to notify 
departnent heads of this program and ask them to assess the number of 
Sheets they will need microfilmed,. since this is computed directly 
into frames which is the basic unit cost for this program. Mr. Berry 
indicated there are three firms in Massachusetts who do this and it 
would be very easy to get price quotations.

Industrial Park bond discussions or negotiations.) Town Counsel 
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Busconi gave a brief presentation noting that a report has been re- 
ceived from Universal Engineering, and the dollar amount for the sub- 
stantial completion was $47,000. He felt that by next Tuesday evening 
we Should be able to determine whether or not the contractor and the 
bond company would be willing to negotiate. If they indicated they 
were not, then suit would be filed on Wednesday. 


Ch. Bartolini indicated that a Civil suit would take a long time and 
that if negotiations are at all possible, we should pursue that. Town 
Counsel Busconi indicated that it would take 24 months, if we are 
lucky, to get an answer on the Civil case, Town Counsel indicated that 
Bantry Rd. should be easier to adjudicate since Mr. Caterino has a 
better chance to appeal any lower court decisions on the Industrial 
Park bond. Mr. Conti of 6 Blackthorn Dr. asked whether the two bonds 
were combined. Sel. O'Connell indicated that the Bantry Rd. was 
underbonded and the Industrial Park apparently overbonded and by 
working the two together with the same company and same developer, we 
might have an option to lower one bond so that we can get the immediate 
release of the $10,000 for Bantry. Mr. Busconi read a summary 
totalling $47,000. Mr. Conti asked why the bond has not been paid 
Since the developer has forfeited and backed out of his obligation. Mr. 
Buséoni indicated that most of the time insurance companies do, in 
fact, pay or do the work themselves or work out some sort of a partial 
payment with the contractor picking up the remainder of it. In the 
case of Maryland Casualty and Mr. Caterino, we simply have to get a 
judgment for the money to be issued. They know that time favors then, 
that it takes time to get the money out of the courts 

and, of course, in the long run we will get the Bantry Rd. bond, but 
we will have to fight harder for the Industrial Park. Maryland 
Casualty is no longer writing bonds in Massachusetts. They would like 
to get out of the state. They would like to clear the ledger and move 
on to other things. 


The people from Bantry Rd. asked the Town's position on finishing 
Bantry Rd. Ch. Bartolini indicated that the Selectmen are willing to 
call a Special Town Meeting to accept the street, but the Planning Bad. 
must be willing to support the acceptance motion. Mr. Kimball 
indicated that he was not willing to make a statement at this time but 
felt the citizens should petition it for acceptance, call for a Special 
Town Meeting and put in amoney Article, He felt this should not be 
the Planning Board's initiative. There were questions on the bonding. 
Mr. Kimball indicated State law does not allow the Planning Bd. to 
limit only cash bonds on projects but rather gives them sufficient 
choices of covenants - bonds or cash bonds. While the Planning Bd. may 
prefer money, it cannot be enforced. In regard to the $10,000 he 
indicated that in 1973 or 1974 $10,000 was decided upon as an adequate 
bond by the Highway Supt., also because of the former Town Counsel's 
(Wm. Brewin) ruling that the bond had to be reasonable and could not be 
exhorbantly high. A procedural question was asked on how the money 
could be used to fix Bantry Rd. once the money is received. Ch. 
Bartolini indicated the money is deposited in the Treasury. It then 
has to be accepted by the Town and then the street has to be accepted. 
The money has to be appropriated from available funds or from the tax 
rate, 


sel. O'Connell indicated that we must remember we have two separate 


bonds, two separate projects, and an unwilling developer and an un- 
willing bond company. The State law further makes it impossible for 
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the Town to repair private roads without accepting certain statutes 
at the Annual, not the Special Town Meetings. Therefore, the only 
recourse for fixing Bantry Rd. before Winter with municipal action 
would be to accept the street in its existing condition then call it 
a public way and begin repairs. 


Mr. Boland was asked to make an estimate of the cost. Although he 
was not present, Ch. Bartolini indicated that figures furnished by 
Highway Supt. Boland indicated that for $17,000 a patch job with a 
first coat and top coat could be worked in, but without any berms. 
The people from Bantry Rd. asked why not call a Special Town Meeting 
and appropriate the $15,000 to $17,000 because someday the $10,000 
will come in. 


The Selectnen again indicated their willingness to do this if (1) 

the people approve of the level of development of the road which will 
be substantially less than a new subdivision in town, (2) the Plan- 
ning Bd. also would approve that concept and support acceptance of the 
road at the Special Town Meeting,(3 Further, since the Town Meeting 
costs $2,000 it should not be called unless there is a consensus 
between the Boards to support such an Article since there is no other 
major business coming before this town meeting 4)Finally, without 
Planning Board support, the Selectmen can do nothing until an Annual 
Town Meeting. These four steps were detailed by Sel. O'Connell. He 
further noted that we will never get more than $10,000 from Maryland 
Casualty. The developer will never complete the project and the road 
continues to deteriorate each year, requiring greater costs to bring 
it up to a reasonable standard each year. 


Planning Bd. Chairman Brefka indicated: (1) the Planning Bd. was 
responsible to insure that each developer lives up to the standards 
set by the Planning Bd. Therefore, to support the acceptance of a 
substandard street would go against the Zoning By-Laws which the Plan. 
Bad. is assigned to protect. (2) There are other private roads in 

Town which individuals might decide to use this Bantry Rd. precedent 
to have their road fixed, and (3) he felt it was the responsibility of 
the people to bring this to the Town Meeting and to state their case, 
The Planning Bd., in releasing lots on Bantry Rd. had warned the 
petitioners that the road was not accepted and may never be accepted. 
Ch. Bartolini indicated this was also done on Selectmen's permits. Mr, 
Kimball read the message aloud indicating that letters were sent to 
all developers working in this area and if the information was not 
passed on to the home buyer it was not the regonsibility of the Town 
Since they have no way of knowing who is going to buy a home until 
after they have purchased it, In other words, the Selectmen tried to 
warn the applicants, but too often it went to builders and not 
purchasers. These warnings began in August, 1975. The people 
indicated since the taxes were too high in this Subdivision as com- 
pared to other ones in the immediate area, and since their road 
continues to depreciate, then their property should also depreciate 
and they should be given abatements and with that abatement money 
they will proceed to fix it. Ch. Bartolini indicated they should 
bring that to the Assessors and together file for abatements. 


Ch. Brefka indicated that this issue should be brought to the people 
at the Annual or a Special Town Meeting, then the Planning Bd. would 
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state their reasons for not being able to Support this. Mr. Brefka 
indicated that they would try to work with the Town Meeting and 

examine State laws to determine if we could abolish the use of bonds and/ 
or require the developer to finish the roads prior to issuing building 
permits. People in the audience requested a position from Planning Bad. 
in regard to acceptance of this street. Mr. Brefka reiterated his 

three points above and asked for a recommendation from the Selectmen.

Present: Tony DeNorscia, tenant of the building, 
d/b/a Hydro-Heat, Inc.; William Binder, Supt. of the Water 
Dept.; George Francis, an abutter; Planning Bd. members: Patricia 
Capone, Lawrence Kimball, Mr. Giombetti outlined the proposed 
activity. A 30' x 24' addition would be placed on the west side of 
the existing 24' x 24' structure, and a storage area in the rear 48' 
x 48' would be constructed in the Spring '78. He mentioned that the 
septic system was designed for 12 employees and therefore no addition- 
al permits would be necessary. He stated he had a curb cut already 
received from the State Dept. of Public Works. Mr. DeNorcia gave a 
brief presentation as to the nature of his business which is both 
wholesale and retail serving as a distribution point for heating 
products known as Hydro-Heat. Mr. DeNorscia noted that indirect 
lighting would be placed on the building, that was in direct response 
from a question from Chairman Bartolini. This was not on the Site 
Plan but it was noted on plan showing the frontal drawings of the 
building. Ch. Bartolini asked if flood lighting was going to be used 
for lighting the parking area, Mr. Giombetti indicated it would, but 
it was not shown on the plan. | 


Mr. Binder noted that he had contacted the State Dept. of Public Works 
and no curb cut had been issued. He further noted that Mr. Giombetti 
had already illegally filled on the MDPW land where there is a 12 inch 
water main serving the industrial and commercial properties along this 
area of Route 9 buried at a six foot depth. Mr. Giombetti has begun 
to fill over that. If his plan is accurate, Mr. Binder asserts 
another 15 feet of fill would then lower the water main to 21 feet 
below grade, which would be totally unacceptable to the Water Dept. 
Therefore, he stated the Water Commissioners would like the pipe six 
feet below grade. Whether Mr. Giombetti chooses to raise the pipe or 
not to fill is his option as long as it is not 6 feet below grade. The 
selectmen instructed Mr, Binder that no permits would be issued until 
a letter was received from the Water Commissioners on this matter. 


Mr, Kimball and Mrs, Capone questioned the fact that not all structures 
Within 200 feet were shown on the plan. Mr. Francis, an abutter, was 

concerned with the flow of water from Rt. 9 from this property through 
his parcel. The Board of Selectmen noted all of the above comments and 
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VOTED to take the matter under advisement and instructed Mr. Giombetti 
that a followup would have to include: (1) a letter from the Board of 
Health in regard to the septic system's adequacy for this size building, 
(2) a written proof of a curb cut permit from Mass. DPW., (3) detailed 
lighting shown on the plan - area lighting or indirect lighting, (4) all 
buildings within 200 feet, and (5) the pitch of land between the pro- 
posed office addition and the Andrea Restaurant from Rt. 9 to the brook. 


In addition, Sel. O'Connell questioned the usage and asked for a Town 
Counsel ruling to determine whether or not the activity anticipated for 
this location would be acceptable. Finally, the Selectmen indicated to 
Mr. Giombetti that no permits would be issued until the Board of Water 
Commissioners was satisfied that the 12" main would not be more than 

6 feet below grade. 


9:00 p.m. Selectmen met with Roger K. Poole and Joseph F, Prior, JdJr., 
to applicants for a Site Plan Hearing to use 110 Southville Rd. 
QO:ll p.m. (formerly Fitzgerald's Store) as a used furniture store. Mr. 
Prior indicated that it would be a used furniture store and 
general store with the first floor as a general sales area, second 
floor for storage, Total building is about 1,300 sq. ft. 30' x 43! 
building, Retail space on the first floor would be for the sale of used 
furniture. A sign would be placed above the front porch 2' x 16! -- 
32 sq. ft. with two lights on the gas pump would be maintained. Area 
floodlighting might be added at a later date if it were determined that 
evening hours were advisable.

TO Supt. Boland, Town Counsel Busconi; Planning Bd. members: 
9:31 p.m. Patricia Capone and Lawrence Kimball. Mr. MacDonald indi- 

cated that nine families had met earlier this evening with 

the Planning Bd. and heard the proposal mede by Mr. Kimball. The 
proposal was basically the following: (1) that at the next Annual Town 
Meeting street acceptance would be supported by the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board as is, (2) that money for road completion would be 
derived from two sources - first, the $10,000 bond and secondly, from 
contributions from abutters and residents of the area to make up all 
additional costs above the $10,000 bond, (3) that the bond money and the 
donated money would be put in separate accounts and appropriated by the 
Annual Town Meeting for purposes of repairing Bantry Road. 


Prior to taking a final vote, the nine families request that John Boland 
submit (1) specifications for work and (2) a detailed cost breakout as 
soon aS possible. The Selectmen AGREED to this. The people felt that 
since they are putting up their money, they would like the process done 
through the open bidding laws. The Selectmen informed them that all 
activity has to be done by that method. Mr. Boland indicated that he 
could get the information to them within seven days. He said that the 
$17,000 cost would be for patching holes, covering the road and putting 
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a Cape Cod berm on Bantry, the crossover and the end of Tara Road. 
Mr. Boland felt that this was acceptable to him if it was acceptable 
to the Planning Bd. and to the Selectmen. Mr. Boland further indi- 
cated that if the families wish to begin the patching work now that 
it would make it much easier to do the remainder of the work in the 
Spring and much easier to plow it this Winter. In other words, an 
investment of part of this $7,000 before the Town Meeting would go 
much further than the same amount of money after the Winter because 
this could reduce the erosion. | 


Sel. O'Connell indicated that Bantry Rd. also needs an as-built plan 
and bounds and felt that the Town could not do this. Mr. Boland 
indicated that he would put this in the specs and he would help to 
work with the families in hiring pavers. He would give the specs 

to Betty Gober, Jim Murphy and Paul MacDonald as soon as possible. 

Mr, MacDonald then had a series of questions for the Town Counsel of 

the status of the $10,000 bond. First, in regard to the status of 

the $10,000, Town Counsel Busconi indicated that letters were hand- 

carried to all parties involved making certain demands upon the bonds. 

Secondly, he spoke with Attorney Shockett who was with Mr, Caterino 

over the weekend. They together were reviewing the figures and per- 

haps would have a counter offer in the very near future. He indicated 
that they were not excited about the reduction in the bond for the 

Industrial Park.

Assistant John A. Lundblad, members 
of the press. 


8:15 pm. Ch. Bartolini convened a Site Plan for Marlborough Savings Bank to 
to locate a branch bank at 6 East Main Street, Southborough. Approxi- 
9:18 pm. mately 30 citizens were present for this hearing, in addition to 
the President of the bank Lee Chaplin,III, bank officers John Noble 
Harry Loftus, and Mr. Potter; Mr. John Costedio of Highland Land Surveyors; 
Attorney Douglas J. Rowe of Morse, Morte & Rowe; and Mr. Horst (architect for 
the project). Town officials present: Town Clerk Paul Berry, Town Counsel 
F. A. Busconi, Planning Bd. Ch. Paul Brefka and members Lawrence Kimball and 
Patricia Capone. Attorney Rowe gave a brief presentation showing the Site 
Plan as well as Schematic drawings of the structure itself, the outside 
lighting and the entire immediate neighborhood. Attorney Rowe offered the 
following changes to be planned. First, in order to minimize traffic prob- 
lems on East Main Street, the drive-in teller area would be moved back two 
car lengths so that additional four cars could be stored on Marlborough 
Savings Bank property and not have to back up onto the street, increase the 
capacity in the two drive-in lanes in order to attempt to keep cars off East 
Main Street. Second, Attorney Rowe indicated that the lights along Lyman 
Street facing the Marshall property would be blocked off on the rear side so 
that they will not shine directly into that home. Mr. Rowe then went on to 
give a presentation on the project as presented with the two changes noted 
a above. Square feet total usable floor space on the first floor would be 
1,650 square feet 60 per cent of that being areas open to the customer, 40% 
being area closed to the general public; 350 sq. ft. second floor space will 
be for lavatory and employees lounge; basement would be strictly for storage. 
Mr. Costedio showed that the drainage from the site would follow the traffic 
pattern, that is the drainage would not fall out onto East Main Street but 
rather down onto Newton Street since the slope of the project was designed 
that way. 


Mr. Marshall, a direct abutter, objected to the presentation that the drive- 
way was 25 feet from Lyman St. Mr. Costedio indicated that when statements 
are made regarding the distance of a driveway to abutting property that the 
measurements are taken from the center of the driveway and showed that the 
plan was to scale. The center of the driveway was 25 feet from the inter- 
section of Lyman Street. 


Mr. Anderson, an abutter across the street, felt that the drainage was in- 
adequate, that the water coming down from Lyman, East Main, and Winchester 
St. already creates a serious problem on his property and that added runoff 
from an area that was formerly grass and is now paved would be hardship for 
him. Ch. Bartolini indicated that the drawing before the Board tonight 
shows that the sloping will be westerly, that it will pick up all of the 
water on this lot and deposit into two new catch basins to be built and 
hooked into the existing system on Newton St. and should not bother Mr. An- 
derson. Mr. Costedio indicated that this is basically correct and that Tad 
any other changes are needed by the Board to offer further assurances to 
abutters, that he would be happy to entertain them. 


Mr. Anderson then questioned the design of the driveway entrance on Bast 
Main St. Discussion developed between the Selectmen and proponents of the 
project and residents with no clear consensus emerging as to the best direc- 
tion of traffic pious! the project. There were people speaking both in 
favor of keeping the direction as 18; people speaking in favor of reversing 
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the direction. For example, Mr. Brousseau, 28 E. Main St., indicated 

that Lyman St. and East Main St. is the school bus stop, young children 

are frequently standing at that corner and this could be a problem corner | 
for people to be driving in. It was pointed out to Mr. Brousseau that | ~~ 
people come to be much more careful driving into a driveway than driving 

out of one and for this reason it was wise to keep the direction of sug- 
gested traffic flow as is. 


Planning Bd. Ch. Brefka asked the architect and engineers to consider for 
a few minutes the possibility of reversing the traffic flow and on what 
ramifications that would have upon the project. 


While they were preparing that, Sel. O'Connell spoke making the following 
points: (1) applauded the efforts of Marlborough Savings Bank and their 
consulting engineers and architect in the thoroughness of the Site Plan; 
(2) re drainage, it was hig feeling that most of the drainage would go to 
Newton St. and that only the face of the driveway would spill back onto 
East Main St.; (3) no matter which way the drainage runs, that there will 
be problems for the Town, increasing the paved area will create increased 
runoff. This system is already taxed beyond the acceptable limits, al- 
though it would not cause a problem for residents of East Main St., but 
rather property owners beyond the drug store and insurance office; (4) He 
indicated that he supported the notion of moving up the drive-in window two 
car spaces so that 10 vehicles could be stored in the driveway - five in 
each lane. Sel. O'Connell felt that this was adequate to eliminate most 
traffic problems on East Main; (5) re lot Size, Zoning By-Law now required 
25,000 sq. ft.. The Planning Bd. had approved this subdivision and the 
subsized lot a number of years ago and now these properties are under sepa- 
rate ownership: (6) therefore, the lot is not restricted under the 25,000 
sq. ft. requirement, rather the pre-existing, nonconforming use, and feels 
that this is an excellent use of thig property. 


Ch. Brefka also applauded the efforts of Marlborough Savings Bank and 

their consulting engineers and architects and indicated that this was one 
of the better prepared Site Plan before his Board and that he found nothing 
wrong with the plan outside of the lot size question. 


Arthur Sisson, a resident of Lyman Street, requested information on the 
number of employees and the hours of operation. President of the bank, 
Lee Chaplin, indicated that there would be 3 employees, that the hours 
would be Monday through Wednesday 10-4, Thursday and Friday 10-8, and Sat. 
9-noon., 


Mr. Marshall requested the building be rotated to face the other direction 
and that the driveway be moved to accommodate that location of the building. 
He felt that if the building faced Newton St., it would be easier to buffer 
his property. Furthermore, he felt that in the other direction the building 
would be faced that the shrubbery proposed is too small and that higher 
shrubs 8-10-12 feet tall should be placed. 


He requested information about outside alarms. Mr. Chaplin indicated that 
the alarms would not ring outside but rather would ring in the Police 
Station. — 


Mr.. Marshall also questioned drainage of the site. Mr. Costedio indicated 
that there was a berm along Lyman St. and that this area would be heavily 
landscaped, both discouraging people from cutting through there or parking 

on Lyman St. to cut through there; and furthermore, channelling all the water 
out of that area instead of channelling it from the parking lot onto Mr. 
Marshall's property.

to discuss matters concerning the proposal for the Trachte Metal 

Bldg. Co. mini-warehouses on Rt. 9 in the Fayville section of Southborough. 
Since Mr. Lindau had previously submitted a Site Plan request nearly 60 days 
prior to the Board of Selectmen held this meeting with Mr. Swartwood to iron 
out all matters except those of the ZBA variance request so that the Board 
of Selectmen could take definite action prior to the 60 day period required 
by the Town By-Laws. 


First issue discussed: Admission by the Board of Selectmen that all require- 
ments placed upon Mr. Lindau's firm from the Site Plan Hearing a number of 
weeks back had been met other than the drainage work and the zonal, (2) 
Lindau further indicated that he redesigned the front buildings to give ita 
residential look, (3) In regard to the drainage matter, Mr. Lindau indicated 
that he had met with the Conservation Commission and hoped that the proposal 
made tonight would satify them as well as the Bd. of Selectmen. He first 
indicated that this problem is not one that is indicative of mini-warehouse. 
proposals. but one that will occur whenever any development comes into the 
area. Obviously, any development that paves the area will increase the run- 
off and will aggravate existing conditions. He therefore suggested that an 
installation be made from Brook Lane across private property owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Atchue, with a 42" elliptical pipe be construted parallelling the 
old 15" pipe and return to the natural course of the brook. If the Board 
oe of Selectmen agrees that this is a reasonable solution, then Mr. Lindau and 
Mr. Swartwood would contact Mr. Atchue for the necessary easement. This 
would not be a town project, but rather a private project, which would ‘be 
under the ownership and cost of Trachte Metal Buildings Co. Mr. Swartwood 
had requested the press not to print Mr. Atchue's name so that he might have 
the option to discuss this with Mr. Atchue, the request for an easement. 
If the Board agreed, then Mr. Swartwood would negotiate with Mr. Atchue. 
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The three basic concerns: (1) increased volume of water which would 

aggravate the problem Mr. Atchue already experiences, (2) a feeling that 

the existing 15" pipe should be left alone, let it drain to Brook Lane 

itself and that if no use could be found for this property, therefore, 

instead of aggravating this system, it was felt that a 42" elliptical | pumas 
pipe which has a lower curve but similar volume to a 36" circular pipé 

could easily carry all the water and stay clear of all the other buried 
utilities in the area. However, it would be necessary to have an easement - 
from Mr. Atchue both to go on the property to do the work and, of course, 

for the permanent pipes. It would be possible for the Bd. of Selectmen 

to have an easement at the same time if they so desired. 


Sel. O'Connell then detailed what he thought on the issues and asked 
whether or not this was, in fact, an accurate presentation- first that 
there would be a 24" main coming off the Trachte Metal Buildings Property. 
This would be capable of holding at least 100 year storm, taking into 
account all the land to the West. RipRap would be placed along the drainage 
which is leading to the outfallfrom Trachte Metal Buildings property, then 
runs for a length of 30 feet in a 24" drain then outfalling into an open 
brook, and under Brook Lane a 70 foot long 15 inch pipe catches the water 
from Brook Lane catch basins and picks up the brook. This is where the 
inadequacy lies. Therefore, the proposal for the 42 inch elliptical pipe 
which has a 36" circular capacity would be built perallel to the 15 to 
carry the natural course of the brook as well as the additional runoff from 
Trachte Metal Buildings Co. property. In addition, if Mr. Atchue and Mr. 
White were so inclined, the 15 foot pipe could be extended all the way to 
the outfall on Rt. 9 of the State's 48" pipe under Rt. 9. He indicated that 
if this solved the problem for Trachte Metal Buildings that this would be 
fine with the Bd. of Selectmen, but the Town preferred not to have an 
easement and to own the drainage system. The Board AGREED that it was _ 
the obligation of Trachte Metal Buildings Co. to get the water to Rt. 9 
whether it was a 42" main under the road and that if this plan were (1) 
reviewed by Highway Supt. Boland, (2) approved by the Town Counsel, and 

(3) presented with all easements then it satisfied the conditions laid 

down by the Bd. of Selectmen and Conservation Commission leaving only the 
variance left to be secured by Trachte Metal Buildings Co. for their pro- 
ject on Rt. 9. 


10:15 pm. Selectmen discused with Town Counsel Busconi the above matter 
briefly. 


10:20 pm. Selectmen then-discussed with Town Counsel Busconi the state 
to of the road work being carried out by Fantoni Construction in 
10:35 pm. the Bare Tracts, Inc. Southborough Farms Subdivision. The 

Board indicated that the work should have been accomplished by 
October 15 and that there was a $32,000 bank book waiting on this project.

Mr. Goodman indicated that he is building a dozen houses in this sub- 
division. He has 16 lots that he has purchased. He is also ready to

accepted way.) He informed the Selectmen that the base coat is in, in 

this area, and that he would request the Selectmen to release the occupancy 
permit.

Two - 
the older developed areas. There was concern about renewed growth in 
these areas and also concerns about the development of Sewerage 
Which would encourage yet other unplanned growth which results in 
greater costs for the Town such as police protection, fire protection, 
roadways, water costs, and schools. Board of Health Chairman Mauch 
indicated that the primary problem that his Board has experienced is. 
the problem of locating a place for the pumpers to dump the septage. 
Framingham and Marlborough are not interested in continuing to take 
Southborough's septage, even at a price. Therefore, the major problem 
for Southborough is a disposal system for the sewage and also for the 
solid waste since the landfill has closed. Transportation represents 
the ever-escalating uncontrollable factor in both of these disposal 
costs. In addition, as more and more sewerage plants refuse admission 
to dumpers, it becomes more difficult, therefore more expensive for a 
group pumping program to be carried out in Southborough. The Board of 
Health, therefore, requests help of the MAPC and the Federal and State 
gsovernments to set up a regional septage plant which would allow for 
a greater enforcement program in septic tank pumping. If this sort of 
activity is not developed, then it may become necessary for the Town 
to have to seriously consider sewers, 


Sel. O'Connell indicated that sewers are an easy alternative. It's the 
quickest because of Federal funding and appear to be the least expen- 
Sive in the very short run. It's also the easiest one to conceive of 
and to construct. However, the other side of the problem is that it 
creates an unknown factor in regard to growth. Sewers tend to generate 
and increase residential development which increases the demand for 
Schools and other services. Therefore, he feels that the Town should 
look into alternative development modes so that the increased pumping 
program can be attained while still qualifying for Federal funding for 
nonsewer process such as capping of the landfill, construction of 
Septage facilities and perhaps even some storm drain runoff programs.
